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Real Market for Bumpers, 
Shattuck Advises Dealers 





By C. P. SHATTUCK 


HERE is a real market for 

bumpers, of which there are 
fifty-seven varieties and with 
prices to meet every pocketbook, 
but, unfortunately, bumpers are 
not really merchandised. And not 
infrequently opportunity is pre- 
sented the dealer to sell the lack- 
ing bumper, generally the rear 
member. Funny, the average car | 


owner thinks he is protected if he | 
has a front bumper. Perhaps this | 
is because he has visions of some 
car stopping in front of him and 
quite suddenly. . 

As a matter of fact there is more | 
need of a bumper at the rear of 
the car these days than at front. | 
With four-wheel brakes the careful | 
driver can avoid hitting the other | 
fellow in front, but the best brakes | 
in the world won't prevent the chap | 
following from hitting one in the 
rear. 

A tire repairman, who does a vol- 
ume of business, tells me that three | 
out of five cars having the tire car- 
rier at the rear have bent carriers 
caused by rear end bumps. Now, 
there is a difference between rear | 
end collisions and bumps. Bumps 
are those gentle little jolts the 
other fellow supplies when trying | 
to squeeze in at a space near the 
curb or the®push bump given to | 
move your car so he can get out. 

The result of these bumps is that 
the spare tire rim is hard to remove 
from the carrier. And we also note

| Sager ote BUREAU figures show that during the past 

fifty years the number of persons employ red in produc- 
tion have declined from 88 to 70 per cent. of the population 
of this country gainfully employed. During the same.period 
the proportion of persons engaged in distribution has 
increased from 12 to 30 per cent. of the total. In the one 
case there is a drop of 18 per cent. and in the other an 
exactly corresponding increase. 

At the same time distribution costs have increased enor- 
mously, even though improvements have been made by many 
industries in their distribution methods. 

To meet this situation the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States is engaged in collecting data 
regarding distribution methods and costs, with a view 
to co-operation with government agencies to improve 
conditions. This matter of distribution is one that touches 
_every industry, the automotive as well as cthers.

INNESOTA has just placed in effect a traffic code, 

containing a provision making it unlawful to stand 

by the roadside and solicit a ride in an automobile. It is 

also made unlawful to hitch toboggans, sleds or bicycles to
